Chicago, Oct. 27.— The will of the late 
Geo. M. Pullman was filed for probate 
this afternoon. To hia widow he left the 
homestead on Prairie avenue, and suffi- 
cient funds are aleo set aside to provide 
her an income of $50,000 yearly during 
hflrlife. $1,000,000 each is left intrust 
for hie two daughters, Mrs. Frank A. 
Lowden, of Chicago, and Mrs. Caralan, 
of San Francisco. An income of but 
$3,000 yearly is provided for his two 
eons, George M., Jr., and S.iuger \V. ; 
Mrs. Lowden is also given i he summer 
residence known as Castle Best, on un 
island in the St. Lawrence river. 

About $150,000, in Bums of $1,000 and 
$2,000, is left to various charitable insti- 
tutions in Chicago. A sum of $200,000 
is given for the erection of a manual 
training school in Pullman, which is also 
endowed with $1,200,000. Five old em- 
ployes are given $5,000 each. Two Bis- 
ters and two brothers of the dead mil- 
lionaire are given $5,000 each, and 
another brother gets $25,000.

UNREST IN AUSTRIA. 

The Legislative Body In n State of Violent 
Dliorder and Hungarian Treaty 
Menaced. 

Vienna, Oct. 27.— The present dead- 
lock in the reichsrath owing to German 
opposition, has created a critical situa- 
tion and in Bomo quarters a suspension 
of the Austrian constitution is believed 
possible. At Tuesday's session of the 
lower house, after an uproarious dispute 
between Dr. Kramarez, the acting presi- 
dent, and the German opposition, the 
chamber adopted by a large majority 
the acting president's proposal to dis- 
cuss the motions for the impeachment of 
the ministry at tho morning sittings and 
to devote the evenings to the bill for the 
extension of the compromise with Hun- 
gary for a year, the delay in adopting 
which is causing much resentment in 
Hungary and rendering the passing of 
the treaty by the Hungarian parliament 
extremely doubtful. 

Buija Pkstii, Oct. 27, — In the lower 
house of the Hungarian parliament 
to-day Baron Banffy, the premier, re- 
plying to Herr FraneiB Kussuth, Bon of 
of the celebrated Hungarian patriot, 
who urged the government to take ad- 
vantage of the Austrian chaos and try 
for Hungary's independence, declared 
hat the ministry bad no intention of 
turning Austria's difficulties unreason- 
ably to the advantage of the Hungarians. 
The union of ' tho two countries, 
declared, must be regarded as 
indoseoluble. Should the Austrian con- 
stitutional system break down— which

THE TROUBLE IN AFRICA. 

France Objects to Treaties Made by the 
British Niger Company. 

Paris, Oct. 27.— It is understood that 
the fundamental basis of the difficulty 
between Great Britain and France in 
West Africa is that France declines to 
recognize the treaties concluded with 
native rulers by officers of the British 
Niger Company until the text of such 
treaties have been officially communi- 
cated to France by the British govern- 
ment. The French government claims 
that many treaties made with African 
potentates in behalf of France take pre- 
cedence over the treaties negotiated in 
behalf of the British Niger Company. 

THE ENGINEERS' STRIKE. 

The Board of Trade Will Probably Succeed 
in Arranging a Conference. 

Glasgow, Oct. 27.— It is now under- 
stood that the Employers' Federation 
and delegates of the Amalgamated 
Society of Engineers at the meeting yes- 
terday communicated with each. other 
through the board of trade that the con- 
ference between the representatives of 
the employers and delegates from the 
striking engineers had been practically 
arranged, the latter having agreed to 
withdraw the demand for eight hours 
per day, which had been a great stum- 
bling block in the way of arriving at a 
settlement of the strike.

BAITING THE INDIANS. 

Cruelty on the Part of a Game Warden 
Sets the Reds on the Warpath. 

St. Paul, Oct. 27.— A despatch from 
the Le Roi lake reservation in Minne- 
sota says: "Information by special 
messenger has just reached the reserva- 
tion that a fight occurred yesterday be- 
tween two Indians and a game warden, 
in which all three were killed, also an 
Indian woman. A deputy game warden, 
whose name cannot be ascertained, ar- 
rived at an Indian camp on an iBland 
between Bemidji and the Cass lake 
reservation and seized two guns and 
a trapping outfit belonging to Kak Kak 
Quash and Mahehoannequah, two In- 
dians on the Cass lake reservation. 
He made an attempt to seize some furs 
which they had, but they resisted, 
whereupon the warden clubbed the 
older Indian with a gun until he became 
unconscious, and then shot him. He 
next shot the other Indian and his wife, 
mortally wounding both. In the mean- 
time the older Indian having recovered 
consciousness, shot and killed the 
warden. 

Denver, Oct. 27.— Gen. Otis has re- 
ceived a telegram from the vicinity of 
the trouble between Indians and a game 
warden, in which it is stated that white 
men as well as Indians were killed in 
the fight. A telegram from Fort Duch- 
esne says that over 300 Indians, with 
women and children are off the reserva- 
tions. Calcomp and other head men of 
the White River tribe, known to have 
mixed in the Meeker massacre, and to 
this day opposed to the whites and their 
IawB, are with them. The Shosones are 
from Fort Hall, Wyoming. 



BLIZZARD IN COLORADO. 

The Winter Commences With the Worst 
Storm Seen in Years. 

Cripple Cheek, Col., Oct. 27.— Not in 
years has such a blizzard been here as 
which prevails at the present time, with 
high winds and drifting snow. Traffic 
on the railroads is suspended, and the 
telephone wires are down. The canyons 
are choked with snow and it iB impos- 
sible to see 100 feet around in the blind- 
ing storm. 

Denver, Col., Oct. 27.— The storm has 
wrought damage to the city of Denver 
and suburbs conservatively estimated to 
be in excess of $100,000. Probably 1,000 
poles are down in Denver alone, and up- 
wards of 4,000 miles of wire. Tho city 
was in darkness last night and the 
mayor compelled the electric light com- 
pany to cut oil' all circuits on account of 
their dangerous condition. 



ANDREE MAY LIVE. 

Rumor That News of Him Has Come From 
Far Northern Islands. 

Chbistiania, Oct. 27.— Advices juBt 
received here from the Spitzbergen 
group of islands in the Arctic Ocean, 
situated midway between Greenland 
and Nova Zembla, says that the crew of 
a wrecked ship has reached that part of 
tho world, and the rumor prevailB that 
the seamen have brought news of 
Professor Andree, the Swedish explorer, 
who left Danes Island, Spitzbergen, in a 
balloon on July 11, in an attempt to 
reach the north pole. 

THE SEALING CONFERENCE. 

The British Expert Now Arranging for It at 
Washington. 

Washington, Oct. 27.— After a session 
to-day lasting two hours, the inter 
national sealing conference adjourned 
until next Monday. Prof. Thompson, 
one of the British experts, called upon 
Secretary Sherman to-day to pay his re 
spects. He has been in formal confer 
encewith Prof. Jordan respecting the 
subject matter of the next conference 
between Great Britain, Canada and the 
United Statep, but all formal conference 
Is postponed until the arrival, of Mr, 
Macoun, the Canadian delegate. 



(From Our Own Correspondent,) 
Ottawa, Oct. 27.— Meeera. Mitchell 
and Girard, members of tho Cliambro 
de Commerce Francaise of Montreal, are 
in the city to urge the government to 
subsidize a direct line of steamships to 
France. They also advocated effective 
representation of Canadian products at 
the Paris exposition in 1000. The 
Premier informed the deputation that 
the offer of a subsidy of $50,000 for a 
direct French line still holds good, and 
will be granted to any company who will 
perform the service under the govern- 
ment's conditions. As to the Paris ex- 
hibition, tho intention of the govern- 
ment is to appoint a commissioner ere 
long for the purpose of arranging for a 
representative display by Canada. 

The suit of John H. Balderson, late 
secretary of the railway department, for 
additional superannuation, waa decided 
against him in the Exchequer court to- 
day. Mr. Balderson when superannu- 
ated last spring claimed ten years more 
than the government allowed him, which 
would add $500 a year to hiB superannu- 
ation allowance. Hayter Reed and 
others were waiting for" this decision be- 
fore filing similar claimB against the 
government. 

F. Carriere, the Rimouski man who 
came here to shoot the Premier, was to- 
day sent to an asylum, physicians re- 
porting him of unsound mind. 

Premier Laurier will accompany Sir 
Louis DavieB to Washington, His vipit 
implies that something more than the 
Behring sea matter will he taken up, 

F. S. Blackstock, a well known Toronto 
lawyer, has presented the government 
with three head of buffalo, to be placed 
in the National Park at Band'. 



THE WHEAT MARKET. 

Prices for Canadian Farmers Have Not 
Been Depressed by a Combine. 

Montreal, Oct. 27. — The Herald deals 
editorially this afternoon with the al- 
leged wheat combine in Manitoba and 
quotes Mr. Ogilvie, the big miller, who 
recently returned from a western trip. 
After reviewing the situation and refer- 
ring to the fact that the Manitoba far- 
mers have received higher prices for 
their grain this fall than the American 
wheat producers in the neighboring 
states, the paper arrives at tho conclusion 
that a combine may bave been organized 
early in the season, but any efforts to 
depreEB prices have proven entirely non- 
effective. 

Leading millers on the grain exchange 
when seen this morning emphatically 
declare there was no combine, and if 
there was it could not be in working 
order because the prices at the present 
time are two or three cents above the 
export basis. 



FROM YUKON HEAD WATERS", 

!r. Law Taking Specimens to London 
Showing Richness of the Northern 
Country. 

Winnipeg , Oct. 27.— (Special)— Chas. 
F. Law, of Victoria, B.C., was hereto- 
day bound for London, England, to 
organize a syndicate for mining opera- 
tions in British Columbia. He haB just 
returned from a prospecting tour along 
the head waters of the Yukon wpst of 
the Cassiar mountains and carries with 
him specimeiiB of dust and quartz that 
demonstrate the richness of the country. 
One of the nuggets is the largest ever 
Been in this city. It weighs llii ounces 
and is valued at over $700. 



LOW GRADE IRON ORE. 

Thomas A. Edison Succeeds With n Pro- 
cess lor Economically Using It. 

New York, Oct. 27.— The Electrical 
Engineer will publish to-morrow the 
first authoritative account of Thomas A. 
Edison's success in recovering by elec- 
trical means the iron in low grade ore. 
The inventor's experiments have been 
carried on during the past six years at 
the old Ogden iron mines, a few miies 
from Dover, N.J., where he has built up 
a plant covering several acres of ground, 
and which after many experiments ia 
now capable of producing daily from 
1,000 to 1,500 tons of almost chemically 
pure iron. Tho ore worked contains on 
the average about 25 per cent, of irou, 

Mr. Edison states that there are 200,- 
000,000 tons of this ore on the laud im- 
mediately surrounding hia plant, from 
which can be produced 50,000,000 tons of 
iron. Hia process, in brief, consists of 
blasting the ore from the mountain aides 
and then by means of steam shovels and 
miniature cars conveying it to massive 
crushers where it is broken up and pass- 
ed on to other mills where it is pulver- 
ized. The powden is then allowed to 
fall in close proximity to electro-mag- 
nets which deflect the iron to ono side 
and the non-metallic matter falls to the 
other Bide by gravity. From tho time 
the ore ia blasted until it is resolved into 
this metallic form and compressed to 
brinquettes for shipment tho process is 
entirely automatic.

Touching Evidence of Sorrow 
—The Last Moments. 



London, Oct. 28. — The court circular, 
under date of Balmoral, Bays: " Her 
Majesty bus received with Borrow the 
very unexpected newa of the death of 
her beloved cousin to whom the Queen 
waa warmly attached. The Duchess 
was bo universally beloved for her kind 
nesa and goodness to all that she will be 
most deeply mourned by the whole 
country." 

All the morning papers are in mourn- 
ing and contain long articles of sym- 
pathy with the berenved family and 
elaborate memoirs of the deceased. 

Richmond, Oct. 27.— The Duchess of 
Teck waB attacked with very severe 
pains yesterday but she bore her Buffer- 
ng with the greatest fortitude and 
showed the same heroic spirit. After 
her return to consciousness she took 
nourishment and conversed a little with 
her husband and with the Duchess of 
York and Prince Alexander of Teck. 
After the operation, during which the 
husband and children were torn with 
anxiety, they were permitted to enter 
her room and it was hoped that all 
danger was passed. 

The Duchess with Bmiles and tears 
showed that she recognized them, but 
after a time the look of recognition dis- 
appeared and she slowly lapsed into tin 
consciousness. The action of the heart 
becoming increasingly difficult they 
realized that all hopes had gone. The 
end came quietly and peacefully, death 
leaving a characteristic look of ami 
ability upon her lips. 

The funeral has been provisionally 
fixed for Saturday the arrangements be- 
ing entrusted toHiB Royal Highness the 
Duke of York. The Duke of Teck is so 
overcome with grief that he is unable to 
seo anyone. 

The population of Richmond, especi- 
ally the poor people, to whom the Duch 
ess had endeared herself by many kind 
nessea, is giving touching evidences of 
its sorrow. 



THE CAMBRIDGESHIRE STAKES. 

A Finish So Close That the Judge's Decision 
is Questioned. 

London, Oct. 27. — The rncp for the 
Cambridgeshire stakes at the Newmar- 
ket- Houghten meeting to-day was won 
by Comfrey, St. Cloud II second; San- 
dia third. 

The attendance was comparatively 
small, owing probably to the bad wea- 
ther. A thick mist overhung the course, 
while all London was under rain and 
fog. The news of the death of the 
Duchess of Teek cast an additional 
gloom. It was an exciting race, the fin 
iBh being confined exclusively to young 
hands. 

The first Bhouta were for St. Cloud II, 
who looked like a winner; and when St 
Cloud II, Comfrey, Sandia and Cortegar 
closed in the final tussle the excitement 
was tremendous and the suspense pain 
ful. Comfrey had the advantage of a 
clear course. He got his head to the 
front and dropped it; then with a little 
more luck Sandia mijjht have 
won. There was some bumping 
between Sandia and St. Cloud II 
accounting for the distance which 
separated them from Comfrey, and it 
must be an unsatisfactory race for the 
Lord lard- Beraford stables. Galteemore 
only ran respectably. He appears to 
have been either overrated or overdon 
with racing. Curiously enough, to-day 
was the birthday and the jubilee of the 
owner of Comfrey, who is a new hand at 
racing.

— A deepatch from 
Chittagong, capital of the division 
of the same name on the Kun- 
af )olee river, Eastern Bengal, says 
that a cyclone has raged in the 
Chittagong division and along the 
Northeastern coaBt of the Bay of 
Bengal for -IS hours, causing terrific 
havoc. Seven ships have gone ashore, 
all the houses in the district are more or 
leaB damaged, several nativet have been 
killed and large numbers rendered 
homeless. The port commissioners' 
building at Chittagong has been wrecked 
nnd the Bullock Brothers' railway office 
unroofed.

OKANAGAN FARMERS. 

They Have Done Very Well This Season— 
Complaint About Land Held for 
Speculation. 

Vancouver, Oct. 26,— (Special) — T. G. 
Cummings, of Armstrong, said to a 
Colonist reporter recently passing 
through that town that the farmers in 
the Okanagan valley have done well 
this year. The yield of fall wheat was 
not so good but the yield of apring 
wheat was excellent, running about 
1,000 pounds to the acre. Job. Cash's 
harvest from 320 acres ran about a ton 
and a half. His own fall wheat ran 
1,600 pounds. Other successful farmerB 
were the O'Keefes, 10,000 acres; W. E. 
Greeuhowe, 10,000 acres; Price Ellison 
and the Earl of Aberdeen. Mr. Cum- 
mings Bpoke strongly in favor of taxing 
several very large holdings in the handB 
of so styled speculators who will not sell 
or cultivate.

THE ALBERN1 ACCIDENT. 

Coroner's Jury Imputes no Blame to Any- 
one But Makes a Suggestion. 

Nanaimo, Oct. 27. — (Special) — A Free 
Press report from Alberni to-day gives 
the result of the inquest held at Alberni 
on the bodies of Wm. Searnult and Wm. 
Dickson. It was found that they had 
come to their death by the accidental 
explosion of dynamite in process of be- 
ing thawed, and that no blame attaches 
to anyone, either to their companions or 
to the management of the mine. The 
jury added a rider to the effect that 
manufacturers of explosives should he 
compelled to give printed instructionB 
as to the best methods of thawing and 
handling with each box of the explosive. 



NEWS OF THE PROVINCE. 

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Oct. 27. — A crab canning 
factory ia in full awing on Burrard inlet 
near Morrison it Armstrong's foundry. 
On Monday 1,500 crabs were caught and 
on Tuesday 1,000. The industry is likely 
to become very prosperous. 

The big steamer Amarapoora com- 
pleted her cargo of lumber at Moody ville 
on Monday, and was to have suited yes- 
terday for Adelaide. In the morning, 
however, the steamer was libelled for a 
debt contracted on Puget Sound while 
Bhe was in the Central American trade. 
The amount was said to be .$2,500, and 
until that is paid or bonda put up, she 
will be forced to remain in port. Her 
cargo consists of 1,252,012, and is valued 
at $9,434.29. 

Mr. Brown, who has recently returned 
from Bridge river, where he had been 
examining the Ida May and other claims 
of the Alpha Bell company, says that 
the vein of the Ida May has been strip- 
ped for -10 feet and a number of extreme- 
ly rich epecimeiiB have been taken from 
the stripping. The vein is four feet 
wide. Mr. Brown Bays that many veinB 
have been exposed all showing free gold. 
Men have been busy getting a lot of rare 
free visible gold samples from the lien 
D'Or claims, which Mr. McKinnon will 
take to England. 

ALBERNI. 

Spboat Lake, OjI. 22.— There was a 
terrible crale here on the 20th, a sort of 
typhoon, accompanied by showers of 
bail and rain, with thunder and light- 
ning. It commenced about 2:30 and 
continued t ill 10 o'clock, when it abated ; 
but at 11:15 p.m. it raged so furiously 
that the safety of the houses was men- 
aced. Great trees too big to saw have 
been torn down, their rcots wrenched in 
halves ; the fences arc all blown down, 
and one email building was carried com- 
pletely over a fence. In places the trees 
have been split from top to bottom ; in 
others so great was the force of the wind 
that the willowB look as if mown down. 
The roads are quite impassable owing to 
the fallen trees, The sale traveled in a 
northerly direction. The settlement at 
Alberni scarcely felt it. Such a gale has 
not been experienced here for many 
years — if ever.

A Trunk Australian Points Out Some 
of Fietoria'a Least Credit- 
able Features. 



Ocean Passengers Go Farther 
Ignorance That This Is the 
Depot for Kloudyke. 



(For the Colosist -By New Chum.> 
We were, all told, about 100 passen- 
gers (rom the various parts of the Aus- 
tralasian colonies and New Zealand, the 
advance party of, one might venture to 
say, thousands who are preparing to 
emigrate to these shores, on their way 
to the reported wonderful Eldorado of 
the North. On the last stage of the 
journey, from Honolulu to here, various 
were the suggestions as to which was the 
best port to hind at. Many were ignor- 
ant that Victoria waH the capital, and 
that, strengthened by the fact that, 
their tickets were marked Vancouver, 
decided the issue and, with few excep- 
tions, all went on to the Mainland. The 
few exceptions included the writer. 

Every city has its idol. London, its 
St. Paul's; Konie, its catacombs ; 8yd- 
New South Wales, its harbor; etc. I 
have not been long enough in Victoria, 
B.C., to discover what it moat prides it- 
self on. This certainly is not the public 
library, neither is it the "Indian re- 
serve," hut I think Victorians might 
well pride themselves on their harbor 
and lovely climate. I have sailed into 
a good many harbors in different 
parts and I venture to say, 
that when those ugly shacks 
are removed from a certain portion of 
the water frontage and fine warehouses 
are erected in their place, the harbor of 
Victoria will compare favorably with 
any in the world. In many ways it puts 
one in mind o( Sydney harbor, with its 
pretty little bays and inlets. 

The next place of importance visited, 
was the government buildings, a noble 
atructure of tine architectural work, a 
building which, when finished, will com- 
pare with any in the liuest cities of the 
world. Through the courtesy of Mr. 
Howell, the indefatigable superintendent 
of works, we were shown over the vari- 
ous halls, chambers and departments. 
To go through the building properly 
would take one a whole day or more, hut 
the few hours at our disposal were suffi- 
cient to show us what kind of work can 
be turned out in this part of the globe. 
Some of the rooms are exhibitions in 
themselves of the artisans craft. The 
(lining hall floors, walls, and ceilings 
will, " to the uninitiated " be a surprise 
and wonder, the far seeing eyes of the 
superintendent have left nothing un- 
done, that could be wished for. There 
is a novelty in this building, which 
I doubt very much if it is 
equalled in the whole of America, and 
that is flights of Btone stairs without 
supports oi any kind, a pretty piece of 
work. Space will not permit of my en- 
tering fully into all connected with this 
magnificent building. The new post 
office when completed will be another 
fine ornament to the city, only as one of 
our party remarked, " why build a gaol 
at the back of a fine building?" The 
answer came quickly that it was not the 
gaol, but "our new custom house." 

With all due respect to Mr. Cabby I 
rather think that a cab rank in the very 
centre of the most fashionable and lead- 
ing thoroughfare is not only an eyesore, 
but a detriment to business. While here 
I have noticed a very cruel practice of 
tying horses heads up in theone position, 
some standing for hours in the sun with 
the bearing rein fixed. The noblest 
friend of man should, I think, while idle 
at least, be allowed the liberty of his 
head and an opportunity of ridding his 
forequarters of the tormenting fly. 

While adjacent to the post office I 
popped in to compare my watch with 
post office time ; but both outside and in 
the post office clock was conspicuous by 
its absence. A post oilice without a vid- 
ible clock is wortii recording. At the 
same time one of our party inquired at 
the window what time the next mail 
left for Australia, He was informed 
that it would leave Victoria on the _'0th 
of the month. Our party informed the 
official that this was the 20th. " Oh, is 
it?" he replied in suprise, " well then it 
will leave some time to-day." I know 
what it is in moving from an old house 
to a new one; one does discard trifles ; 
so it is assumed that the post office clock 
and calender, etc., have been thrown 
aside, and in the new building things 
aro going to be run differently. 

The harbor of Victoria resembles very 
much the many-armed octopus, and sev- 
eral dayB are taken up in visiting the 
various arms. At the terminus of each 
aro delightful spots of interest. We 
spent a most pleasant day at Oak Bay, 
passing in out journey some very pretty 
bijou residences with lovely gardens. At 
the tram terminus on is 60t down at the 
gates of the sports grounds, where there 
is a splendid bicycle track. Close by 
there is a line camping ground, where, 
we were informed, numbers ol citizens 
upend much of their summer. Beacon 
bill, the park, the gorge, Eequimalt, 
and several other places of interest were 
all visited and much appreciated. 

Providence has indeed been generous 
in bestowing on Victorians, a veritable 
Paradise, a perfect climate, abundance 
of game, Ssh and fruit, pleasant healthy 
resorts. Everything that nature can 
bestow she has done lavishly, but man 
in return isretarding her progress. One 
can scarcely walk down any of the side- 
walks without the danger of spraining 
his ankle or going on his hobo. Then 
again, a contractor monopolizes half the 
road with building material, ropes, etc., 
quite unprotected or enclosed at night, 
no lights to warn the unwary bicycle 
rider, or the horse rider, who unsuspect- 
ingly runs into danger at the risk of life 
and limb. The bridge crossing the 
arm entering the city will be Borne day 
the scene of an accident which will cost 
• the corporation not a few dollars for 
damages. A menace to the many 
wooden buildings is the allowing of high 
grasses growing in vacant blocks close to 
wooden walls. A match carelessly 
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thrown 'down would he the innocent 
means ol destroying thousands of dol- 
lars worth of property. Another item is 
the entire absence of places of conven- 
ience in the city; these little items 
would cost very little to remedy. 

It is anticipated that vou will have 
many thousands trnvelling'from all parts 
of the world in this direction, and you 
will never have a better opportunity of 
advertising your city. Theonly hustling 
or business push that I can see is that 
carried on by the hotel proprietors. The 
free bus to the Dominion hotel is one 
step in the right direction. People all 
round are hustling for the coming trade, 
while Victorians appear to be just wak- 
ing and rubbing their eyeB. In Great 
Britain and in the Australian colonies— 
this I know to be a fact — the answer as 
to which is the proper port to Btart from 
for Kloudyke, in nine cases out of ten, is 
Seattle, and why? Because Seattle has 
been working while others have been 
talking. The majority who have landed 
hero from these Australian steamers, 
landed here for the purpose only of 
catching the Seattle boat. Had they 
known better they would have remained 
here. 

A convenience which would be greatly 
appreciated would be a public intelli- 
gence board of shipping arrivals and 
departures placed in the post office. No 
one here knowB of a boat arriving until 
it is alongside the wharf. A little more 
life and enterprise thrown around our 
commercial circle would give the visitor 
and speculator a better and more sub- 
stantial impression of this line city. 
Errors like the following cannot be 
overlooked by men of business arriving 
in the city. On the railway an official 
requested me for the time. In response 
I looked around and discerned thero was 
not a Bingle clock visible anywhere 
about the Btation. On going into the 
lauds department and enquiring for a 
map with a certain town on it, I was 
politely informed by the intelligent 
civil servant that he had never heard of 
such a place and yet it was one of the 
C. P. It, termini in the Dominion. 

In nearly all cities one comes across 
the hoodlum or larrikins and the vag- 
rant lounging through the streets or 
hangfng round street corners passing 
remarks with rude jeers. In your city 
there is anjentire absence of this, which 
reflects great credit on your able and 
well trained police force, under the 
regime of their veteran and much re- 
spected chief H. W. Sheppard. The 
fire brigade stations were visited and 
were of immense interest. In the hands 
of a practical and popular chief with 
willing men, for a young city I do not 
think they can be equalled. 

With a very little outlay the names of 
the principal streets might be painted 
up at the most conspicuous corners. The 
municipal hall and markets form a fine 

Cile of buildings, but one might have 
een spared the library and reading 
rooms. A notice put up requesting 
visitors to replace thefilesof newspapers 
where they ought to hang is urgently 
needed. A few cents would obtain all 
the files that are required and a few 
minutes spent every morning would file 
all the papers received ami make the 
reading room look respectable. I picked 
up what purported to be a copy of the 
Scientific American and on opening 
found thecontentH tu be an ancient issue 
of the Victoria Colonist. That not be- 
ing sufficiently interesting, 1 unearthed 
from a pile of antediluvian papers ol all 
sortB and dates what gave promise of be- 
ing a copy ol the Graphic. "It was only 
a fly leaf in which was honored an 
date of the Times " and a few sheets of 
the Churchman. For the honor of the 
fourth estate I do not mind — " permis- 
sion being granted " — sparing a day and 
putting that reading room in order. 

To give an idea of bow ignorant the 
Australians are as to the means of trans- 
portation to the Yukon, I boarded the 
steamship Miowera on arrival here a 
few days ago, and on questioning eevera 
as to why they did nut stop here, I was 
quietly enlightened with the statement 
that they had to go to Vancouver as that 
was " where the coach started for the 
White PaBB." 

I trust my readers will overlook any 
unjust criticism. It is admitted that 
Victoria is the cheapest and best place 
to both outfit and start from fur the! 
Klondyke, hut thai is known only to 
yourselves. The mats of people who it 
is anticipated as coming here are quite 
in the dark, and the sooner it iB known 
the better all over the world that there 
is such a line city as Victoria, British 
Columbia, Great Britain's gateway to 
the Yukon.

MINERS' LICENSES. 

Every day the estimate of the number 
of people who will start next year for the 
Yukon gold fields increases. One may 
Bafely say that the preBent indications 
are that the only limit will be the capa- 
city of the transportation lines. The 
number will run up into the hundreds 
■of thousands . 

It will be impossible for a majority of 
them to reach the Yukon. 

It is not necessary that they should, 
for there is a vaster and probably as rich 
a field in British Columbia, practically 
unexplored. 

At a reasonable estimate fully a hun- 
dred thousand people will engage in 
prospecting in this province in addition 
to those now residing here. 

Every one of these new comerB will 
gladly pay $5 for a miner's license. 

These four propositions are worthy of 
careful consideration . There is a demand 
that the law requiring miners to take out 
licenses shall be altered so aB to permit 
a man to stake cut a claim without a li- 
cense, and compelling him to take it out 
only when he li lea a claim. If this is the 
wish of the peoplo it ought to bo com- 
plied with, unless good ground can be 
shown to the contrary. Presuming this 
to bii the general desire, but without 



to the Yukon country. It is a wholly 
reasonable provision. TrailB have to be 
opened, bridges have to be built, justice 
haa to be administered, officials of vari- 
ous kinds have to be appointed for the 
convenience of prospectors, who should 
be made pay something towards the cost. 
After a man has decided to stay in the 
country, he may perhaps reasonably 
claim that ho is paying hiB share towardB 
these things otherwise, and that it is 
time enough for him to take out a 
license to hold a mineral claim, when he 
has discovered one. We commend this 
view of the case to the government and 
the legislature. 



FARMING ON THE ISLAND. 

Sight must not be lost of the import- 
ance of developing the country near 
home, for after all thiB ia more import- 
ant than anything else. We speak now, 
not of the CoaBt and Island mines, but of 
Island agriculture. An impression ex- 
ists that there is very little farming land 
on this Island ; but it is erroneous. It 
cannot be claimed that the greater part 
of the area is tillable ; but that very 
much more of it iB than is generally sup- 
posed will, we think, appear when the 
Island has been fully surveyed. Here is 
a proof of thiB. 

Viewed from the sea, the country be- 
tween Jordan river and San Juan river 
on the Bouthwest coast of the Island is 
not very promising from the standpoint 
of the farmer; but Mr. David Anderson, 
who has lately returned from surveying 
a road to San Juan river, reports that 
back of Jordan Mountain there is a large 
tract of exceptionally fine land. His 
estimates are very conservative ; but he 
says that there are fully six thousand 
acres of Boil of the firBt quality. It is 
lightly timbered with hemlock, yellow 
cedar and Bilver pine. A practical 
farmer, who accompanied Mr. Anderson, 
was so much taken with what he saw 
that he declared his intention of selling 
out his present farm and moving into 
the new district. Mr. Anderson in his 
estimate does not take into account the 
miles of swampy ground in the same 
locality. Pressed for an opinion as to 
the value of this as meadow land, when 
drained, he declined to commit himself, 
saying that he had not examined it, and 
only wanted to speak of what be knew. 
We mention this to show that his esti- 
mate of the arable land is doubtless ex- 
ceedingly conservative. 

The existence of this fine body of land 
within easy reach of Victoria, say 50 
miles, ia very interesting. A fine settle- 
ment could bo located there with both 
highway and Bteamer connection with 
the city. Six thousand acres of such land 
ia Butficient to support a resident popu- 
lation of from 1200 to 1500 people. 
That is there is room for a very fine 
farming community, with a nice town as 
its business centre. 



BRITISH COL UMBIA. 

Some time ago the Colonist said in a 
paragraph that we British Columbians 
were living in the best part of the best 
country on God'a green earth. This is 
not the language of exaggeration. You 
cannot exaggerate when you Bpeak of 
the potentialities of our imperial prov- 
ince. A few days ago the Toronto Globe, 
referring to the intention oi Sir Hibbert 
Tupper and Hon. Fred. Peters tore- 
move to this province, said : 

There is Bomething more than pereonal 
interest in the announcement that Sir 
Charles Hibbert Tupper and Hon. Fred. 
Peters have formed a partnership and 
will shortly Bettle in Victoria and prac- 
tise law. The former of these has been 
minister of justice, is member of parlia- 
ment for a Nova Scotia constituency, haB 
political, legal and family interests in the 
province. The latter is premier of Prince 
Edward Island, and must resign that po- 
sition if he removes to British Columbia. 
And both are Bhrewd- business men, who 
would not abandon old ties and form 
new ones without good .reason. We 
may presume, therefore, that they have 
confidence in British Columbia, and be- 
lieve that its day of prosperity has ar- 
rived. We perhaps hardly realize the 
change that is taking place in Canada 
with the growth .of the West. British 
Columbia has an area of 382,800 square 
miles, being 103,000 miles larger than 
Ontario. It produces not only minerals, 
but timber, fruit and lish, the last in 
such vast quantities thatat certain times 
of the year there are heaps of splendid 
fish (ood that has virtually no commer- 
cial value and is wasted for want of con- 
sumers. It is a maritime province, and 



conceding that it is wholly defensible, Ula / reasonably expect a groat shipping 

industry and a large commerce with the 



for prospectors receivo certain advan- 
tages and protection, for which they 
ought to bo ready to pay something, we 
suggest that this object can be served 
and revenue secured from new comers by 
s mie such provision aa the following: 

A short amendment to the present 
law, providing that all licenses issued 
during 1897 shall entitle the holder to 
prospect and locato claims during 1S98, 
provided that on entry of a filing with 
the mining recorder a new licenso aball 
bo taken out on the usual terma. 

Persons who come into the province 
during the coming year to pruopect can 
very reasonably bo asked to pay some- 
thing towards the expense of govern- 
ment during the year. The only way in 
which they can be reached for provincial 
purposes is by the exaction of a license 
as a prerequisite to locating a claim. 
While not disposed to insist too strongly 
upon more than ono license being taken 
out in advance of a filing, we are de- 
cidedly of the opinion that no man 
ought to be allowed to drive a stake on a 
claim without paying something for the 
privilege in the first instance. This is 
a principle that we do not care to see 
surrendered, but wieh to see extended 



United States, with Australia, with 
China and Japan. There is no reason to 
doubt that it is destined to overtake On- 
tario in population, in wealth in political 
importance. The Northwest Territories 
are just entering upon the enjoyment 
of constitutional rights which bring 
them a long' way nearer to the status of 
a province. Between the Rocky Moun- 
tains and Manitoba there is room for 
hall a dozen large provinces. The centre 
of political power is bound to move 
westward. Ontario, no matter how 
rapid its progress may be, is bound to 
lose its overwhelming political predom- 
inance, and to occupy a position not 
unlike that of the state of New York in 
the American union. It will retain the 
lead for a long timo, perhaps will never 
lose the lead ; but it will not continue to 
contain two-fiftliB of the population of 
Canada and to elect two-lifths of the 
members of the Dominion parliament. 
This is a prospect which the people of 
Ontario do not fear but welcome, for the 
change iB a necessary incident of the 
progress of the West, which means the 
progress of Canada. 

British Columbia cannot ask any- 
thing better in the way of recognition 
than this. The duty of British Colum- 
bians ia to riBe to just such a conception 
of the future beforo them. There never 
were such opportunities presented to a 
people. The world ia learning this, and 



if the pioneers, and we are all in a Bense 
pioneers, are not thoroughly awake to 
them, we may find strangers displacing 
us and seizing upon the greatest prizes. 
We will welcome moBt cordially the two 
distinguished lawyers, whose names are 
mentioned above. We will welcome all 
new comers; but the action of these gen- 
tlemen iB only a foreshadowing of what 
we may expect. Every avenueof indus- 
try will be crowded with new aspirants 
and new competitors. Old things and 
old conditions are fast passing away. 
Our people ought to get this idea deeply 
ingrained into their minds, for it will be 
the dominant idea of the next decode. 
If we are wise, we will prepare ourselves 
for the change by taking care that we let 
nothing slip whereby we can retain the 
advantages, which of right belong to the 
men who have had the courage to risk 
their future in this province when it was 
not nearly bo highly esteemed aa now. 

We are not arguing for anything like 
a policy of Boer versiiB Uitlander. We 
are not arguing for any policy at all. 
All we seek to do is to stimulate the 
people up to the necessity of grasping 
the golden opportunity that is at hand 
and not to wait until others step in and 
rob them of it. If we may judge from 
the tone in which our business men dis- 
cuss the situation, they are fully alive to 
it. Whether they all appreciata the 
magnitude of our immediate possibilities, 
we cannot of course tell. 

Having given thiB warning, we are 
now free to say that British Columbia 
wants all the men and all tho capital 
that can be procured. There is room for 
thousands of farmers, and .the prospect 
of the best market in the world, for a 
mining country is always a great con- 
sumer of farm produce. There are In 
numerable opportunities for the inveBt 
ment of capital. We have exceptional 
facilities for manufacturing for the 
Oriental and Australian trade. There is 
the best prospect here that can be found 
anywhere for the development of a great 
commerce. 

Everything justifies tho belief that we 
will shortly see the advent of men and 
money, iiritish Columbia's innings will 
soon begin.

THE COLUMBIA AND WESTERN. 

The Miner printa good news this morn 
ing concerning the progress of the pper 
ations of the Columbia & Western rail- 
way in the Boundary country. Our 
regular correspondent at Anaconda 
states that a corps of the company's en- 
gineers haB completed a topographical 
survey of the Peuticton to Midway por 
tion of the system, and haB discovered 
that no serious engineering difficulties 
will hamper construction of the road 
between those points. That portion of 
the line will be about 80 miles in length. 
The same party is now engaged in locat- 
ing a route down Boundary creek from 
its confluence with Eholt creek, through 
Greenwood, Anaconda, and Boundary 
Falls to Midway, a distance of 10 or 12 
miles. This will take only a few days. 
Our correspondent states that the next 
work to be done without delay iB to con- 
nect the line at Cascade City with the 
route now nearly surveyed by another 
party from the Columbia river through 
McRae pass. Thus, it will be seen that 
the entire Btirvey will shortly be com- 
pleted from end to end. 

The construction of the road from itB 
present terminus on the Columbia river, 
opposite RobBon, to the Kettle river 
valley will undoubtedly prove a very ex- 
pensive undertaking. The line has to 
cross the Gold range. While the route 
has been proved to be feasible, many en- 
gineering difficulties will have to be 
overcome and much labor will be neces- 
sary in making long rock cuts, fillings 
and trestle work. This iB unfortunate, 
but it is just as necoBsary to construct 
the line from the Columbia river to 
Christina lake as it is to build from Peu- 
ticton to Midway. Without the outlet, 
to the Columbia river, the mine owners 
of Boundary would be in as bad a plight 
as ever. By the operation of tho entire 
system, residents of the Boundary coun- 
try will immediately enjoy smelting 
facilities, will be in a position to obtain 
fuel for reduction purposes, if it is subse- 
quently found expedient to reduce their 
ores nearer the mines, and will have the 
inestimable advantage of the competition 
of American railways with the CP. R. 
for through freieht,as Nelson and Slocan 
points have to-day. 

It iB extremely satisfactory to know 
that the road is already constructed and 
in operation as far as llobson, a distance 
of 21 miles. Public interests demand, 
however, that no time be lost in com- 
pleting tho system aB far as Peuticton. 
If Mr, Heinze desires to retain hiB repu- 
tation as the moat enterprising man in 
Western Canada, he must be up and do- 
ing. Tho advent of his railway in Roas- 
land was a godsend to the camp. He is 
largely responsible for the condition °. f 
development that exista hero to-day. 
Why cannot he do the same for the im- 
patient and heart-sick people of the 
Boundary country?

Delegates of the Victoria and Vancou- 
ver bicycle clubs yeBterday met Mr. G. 
H. Orr, president of the Canadian 
"Wheelmen's Association, at the Hotel 
Vancouver, and threshed out every de- 
tail of the differences that have arisen 
durinc the past BeaBon between the rep- 
resentative clubs of British Columbia 
and the national organization, The case 
for the wheelmen of this city had been 
prepared by Mr. C. H. Gibbons, and 
was, aB Mr. Orr commented, stronger 
than he or any of his colleagues had an- 
ticipated — as strong a case, indeed, as 
anyone could ask for. 

It included several " exhibits " of ori- 
ginal correspondence, of the existence of 
which President Orr had been in ignor- 
ance, and which completely changed the 
aspect of the difliculty. After reciting 
briefly the circumstances leading up to 
the suspension of the Victoria track and 
riders and the determination of tho Vic- 
toria club in consequence to withdraw 
from the Canadian association, the case 
for the V.W.O. was summarized in r 
series of five questions, in effect as fol 
lows : 

1. Were the suspensions of the Vic 
toria track and the riders who competed 
in the meet of the 4th September last 
legitimate and bona tides, and have they 
the encloreation of the C. W. A.? 

2. If not, will these suspensions be 
immediately cancelled? 

^. Does the C. W. A. endorse the gross 
violation of the ruleB permitted by the 
chief consul in connection with the so 
called championship meet held at Well 
inffton? 

4. Will the C. W. A. refund to the V 
W. C. the Bum of $12 paid under protest 
to Chief Consul Fullerton, in connection 
with a claim for fee and expenses for 
Mr. J. M. Boweli, who was sent to the 
Queen's birthday race meet at Victoria 
without solicitation by the Victoriaclub, 
to act aa official timer; and whom the 
V. W. C. refused to accept aa a timer 
having official status? 

5. la the C. W. A. prepared to reim- 
burse the Victoria Wheelmen's Club for 
the financial less arising at a sanctioned 
race meet during the season just closed, 
which Vancouver riders were prevented, 
by Chief Consul Fullerton, from attend- 
ing? 

The first and second of these questions 
were in reality one, and with it Presi- 
dent Orr was prepared to deal immedi- 
ately. He did not consider that the de- 
duction that C.A.C.C. competitors jeop- 
ardized the standing of C.W.A. mem- 
bers was to be made from the telegram 
Bent by Messrs. Beament & Donly to 
Chief Consul Fullerton, and a copy of 
which waa forwarded to Victoria. Mr. 
Fullertou's suspensions of track and 
riders were accordingly cancelled. 

In regard to the request for the setting 
aside of the championship meet, as well 
as the claims for refund and damages, 
he did not feel justified in taking action 
independent of his associate officers. An 
executive meeting to dispose of these 
matters wiil, however, be convened as 
Boon as he returns to Toronto, for which 
city he left by yesterday's train. 

The question of the recognition of the 
C.A.C.C. waB not prominently before 
yesterday's meeting, although the action 
which the C.W.A. will now adopt is 
clearly indicated by the following de- 
claration of its president, Mr. Orr, made 
to the San Francisco press : 

" Some time ago our division in Brit- 
ish Columbia petitioned us to grant for- 
mal recognition to tho California Asso- 
ciated Cycling Clubs, as they desired 
the attendance of the California cracks 
who were then racing in the North to be 
allowed to compete at meetB held in 
Victoria and elsewhere in British Col- 
umbia. A t that time we could not grant 
the request, and so informed our North- 
ern representative, who immediately 
threatened secession. This led us to 
look further ii.to the matter, with the 
result that I determined to personally 
investigate the situation. Hence my 
present visit to the Coast. We have no 
love for the League of American Wheel- 
men, but, on the contrary, feel some- 
what bard toward that organization. In 
our alliance with them, we have given 
the League of American Wheelmen 
every benefit, and received nothing in 
return, they even going out of their way 
to do us injury. We are both members 
of the International CyotistB 1 Union, 
which prevents us from tit vinir recogni- 
tion to the California body until this is 
first done by the main organization. 
This explains our present apparently 
friendly attitude towards the League of 
American Wheelmen,

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TO EXPLOIT THE YUKON 



Sir Charles Tapper's Company Will 
Reach Out for Kloiitljke 
Trade, 



The 



Operations of the Company 
Will Be Large and 
Yarious. 



To ascertain what the pie ia made of 
before tnstinn it, may, to use his own 
expressive language, be said to be the 
object of Mr. Cahvoll Ashworth'a trip to 
Britiah Columbia. Mr. ABhworth is a 
director of the Klondyke Mining Trad- 
ing and Transportation Company, of 
which Sir Charles Tupper is the chair- 
man, and has come out to Victoria direct 
from London, England, upon the busi- 
ness ot the company. 

Seen at the Dallas hotel laet night Mr. 
ABhworth aaid that as the information 
at. present in poKBession of the company 
iB of tlio vaguest nature, and the condi- 
tions existing in the Yukon district 
practically unknown, he had come out 
with the intention of making a trip of 
inspection, and will, in February, make 
a start upon a journey to DawBon City 
by way of the Stickeen river. The ob- 
jects o'f the company, which is capital- 
ized at £250,000, are principally the or- 
ganization of transportation facilities 
and the establishment of trading posts 
at the moat suitable points. Mining, 
although included in the plans, will be a 
secondary consideration. Commencing 
at Vancouver, it is likely that 
an office, and possibly a cen- 
tral depot, will ho established, 
From this point, should the transporta- 
tion facilities provided prove inadequate, 
a line of boats may possibly be put on to 
convey passengers and freight to the 
Stickeen, and if, again, there is a de- 
mand for increased Bteamboat communi- 
cation between \V range! and Telegraph 
Creek, the company will bo equal to the 
emergency and stand ready to provide 
the needful facilities. 

Then, trading posts will he established 
all along the line of travel, and not the 
least important of the plans under con- 
sideration is that of Bteamboat accom- 
modation on Tesliu lake and the Iloota- 
linqua river, should the latter be proved 
to be navigable. 

Mr. Ashworth, however, was very em- 
nh^tic in his assurances that competi- 
tion with the O.P.R. entered in no way 
into his company's programme, and 
should the transportation afforded by 
the C.P.R. be equal to the demand, his 
comoany will not attempt to occupy the 
field in antagonism to tberu. 

But until he has made further investi- 
gations into the neods and the possi- 
bilities of the trade in which his com- 
pany are desirous of engaging, Mr. ABh- 
worth has but little to Bay and until he 
visits the country and ascertains from 
personal observation the conditions 
which exist, he is naturally averse to 
saying what will be done. 

A native of the province of Quebec, 
Mr. Ashworth has spent more years out 
of Canada than in it, and after twenty- 
five years absence confesses that sanguine 
as he ever was of the vast possibilities of 
the country, he is fain to confess that 
the progress made exceeds his expecta- 
tions. In Montreal, every inch of which 
was familiar to him then, he found him- 
self entirely at sea ; and of the West, a 
trackless wilderness as it was considered 
at the time lie left the "colony," he has 
nothing but terms of amazement to ex- 
j reBS IdB opinion. 

As one who is in touch with financial 
circles in the heart of the empire. Mr. 
Ashworth'a opinion of the estimation in 
wtiich British Oolumbia is held as a 
field for investment is valuable. He 
says that the a 1 'surdly exaggerated valu- 
ations placed upon properties which had 
not been even tested and the fancy 
prices asked for mere prospects, baa 
tended to injure the mining interests of 
the province. The Kootenay country, of 
which more has been beard in England 
than any other portion of the province, 
has been injured very much by procedure 
of this nature, and according to Mr. 
Ashworth it will require considerable 
care in the future in this regard to ell ace 
the bad impression made upon English 
investors. 

Another Bubject upon which Mr. Ash 
worth's opinion was asked was that of 
the prospective! rush from England to 
the Yukon country, and he thinks the 
estimates published somewhat exag!.;er 
ated, "Although," he said, " it may he 
true that half a million people left the 
O.d Country in eight months for the 
Cape during the Johannesburg excite- 
ment, it must be remembered that the 
conditions of - climate and accessibility 
are verv different there to those existing 
in the Yukon. Those who went to the 
Capa weie prepared to settle down there 
permanently in business, or in agrictil 
tural pursuits if mining proved a failure 
but I venture to say no one anticipates 
settling down in the Yukon. Then 
again the e imate is such that English 
p ople, who are very easily scared with 
the idea of thirty-live degreeB below 
zero, will hesitate before uiak- 
iny an attempt to go into 
the country, in addition to which the in- 
accessibility of that recion must he taken 
into consideration as a deterrent." 

Hut Mr. Ashworth iH satisfied that the 
company in which he is interested will 
Hud a profitable field for their operations 
during the next few years, and although 
lie save, the information possessed by 
the English public in regard to the 
Yukon is of the vaguest nature, the en- 
quiries which are being made tend to 
show that a rush of people hound for the 
new gold fields may bo confidently ex- 
pected in the spring, the miners in Corn- 
wall and South Wales being the most in- 
tubated in the discoveries which have 
been made in the Yukon.

FIREMEN'S WATCHFULNESS. 

Hnblts of Vigilance That rrerent a Com- 
rade's Danger From Heine Overlooked. 

After tvrosdore firemen hud been tak- 
en unconscious from the cellur of a 
burning building in Chambers street a 
curious citizen who wandered iusido 
the firo lines asked: 

"How do they happen to know in nil 
this confusion and noise that men sup- 
posed to be fighting lire in tho cellar 
have been overcome by smoke and aro 
lying down there unconscious, and 
how, too, with nearly -10 men rescued, 
do they know that tliero nro not more 
men in tho cellar in a similar predica- 
ment?" 

Under the circumstances the question 
was perfectly natural. It was a dark 
night and the fact that tho electric 
lights for a block east and west sputter- 
ed constantly instead of giving a steady 
light did not improve matters. All was 
confusion around the burning building. 
Firemen were running every which way. 
Policemen wore beating back the crowd 
tvhich was struggling to get near enough 
to tho engine house to see tho prostrato 
firemen within. Ambulances and firo 
engines blocked the street, and firemen 
wcro clambering over the roofs of ad- 
joining buildings, yelling hoarsely at 
one another und seeking places to light 
tho firo. 

Naturally in all this confusion it was 
a matter of wonder to one not familiar 
with tlio ways of firemen how in the 
world they could tell whether or not 
any of their comrades was in danger. 
Tho cellar of the building was full of 
thick, black smoke, which no man 
could live in even for a short time, and 
besides that tho temperature was down 
to zero, for the firo was in a cold stor- 
ago warehouse and tho freezing rooms 
weto in tho cellar. 

There is n system in tho firo depart- 
ment by which the men can keep track 
of ono another. The rula is for tlio men 
of each company to look out for tho 
members of that company. This makes 
it comparatively easy for tho men to 
keep track of ono another, for there aro 
rarely moro than a dozen men in a 
company, and each man in it knows 
about where his comrades aro working 
at a fire. 

Tho custom among the men iF to keep 
constantly inquiring for one another. If 
Jones hasn't happened to see Smith for 
some time, ho immediately asks the 
(irst man of his company that he conies 
across where Smith is. If that man can't 
tell, tho inquiries go on, and so a man 
can't be missing for very long without 
his comrades knowing it. Then it is an 
easy matter to traco Smith to tho last 
task he was ordered to do, and ns a rule 
ho is hauled safely out of danger. From 
constant usage tho system has become 
almost perfect, und tho cool courage 
that it has developed has made tho de- 
partment one of the finest in the world. 
The men will risk everything and go 
against tho most tremendous odds to 
save a comrade. — .New York Sun. 



A Wlicclman'H Device. 

Ingenious wheelmen of Mice have put 
an end to the tributo of lives which 
a hill near that city has been ex- 
acting from them. At the bottom of 
this declivity, it seems, there is a sharp 
turn, then a bridge with a low parapet, 
and just beyond a terrible amount of 
nothing at all except scenery. Long ago 
the French Touring club put a sign ad- 
vising caution in :i conspicuous place at 
the top cf the descent, but this did not 
prove sufficient to overcome tho fatal 
attraction of tho abyss, and wheelmen 
continued to precipitate themselves into 
the view — which, by tho way, was pri- 
vato property — with a rapidity that 
threatened in time seriously to diminish 
the club's annual receipts from dues. 

After long study of the problems, 
financial, [esthetic and others, which 
the case involved, it was decided to sus- 
pend just beyond the parapet a strong 
net neatly woven of steel wires. The 
very day after it was put in place a bi- 
cyclist came coasting wildly down tho 
hill, struck the stone wall, left his wheel 
— it wasn't wortli taking any farther — 
and took a graceful header into the net 
For the first time it wasn't necessary 
fcrr tho newspapers of Nice, in giving 
their regular news from tho bridge of 
Bamiuguo, to say anything about "a 
plunge into eternity. " .Since then tho 
not has saved an average of four lives a 
week, and so well known have it.s pow- 
ers become that picnic parties from the 
city, which once avoided tho bridge as a 
place of tragical associations, now re- 
port there daily to watch, from the cool 
shade of nearby trees, the amusing 
postures assumed by the wheelmen and 
win t Iwonien when they strike tho elas- 
tic wins. According to recent informa- 
tion from that region the spectacle is 
well worth seeing. — New York Times.

SHOOTING BOUNTY JUMPERS 



It Becaiha Imperative .After GetljKbur^, 
unci Lincoln KcfUBed to Interfere. 

' 'Did you ever seo u man shot for ce- 
Eertiou'f" 

"Yes, several of them, The first ono 
was a man of our brigade. Bo deserted 
while we were near Fredericksburg and 
joined the Confederate army. A few 
weeks boforo we started for Gettysburg 
a Confederate deserter reached tlio lines 
of another brigado and was placed un- 
der guard. A sgldier of our brigado 
passing that way saw tho Confederate 
and was surprised to find that ho was 
the man who hud deserted from his 
company a few weeks before. Found 
guilty, he was sentenced to be shot. 
The day upon which he was to dio we 
were on the way to Pennsylvania to 
help fight, tho great deciding battle, Tha 
deserter was pluced in an ambtilanco, 
by his coffin, that morning. At uoon, 
after hardtack, pork and coffee, the 
brigade formed three lines of a squnif, 
when tho deserter was niarchod from 
right to left of the line and seated upon 
the coffin. Twelvo men were marched 
two cr three tocIn from him. The officer 
gave tho command, 'Ready, aim, firol' 
The criminal fell back on his coffin, 
pierced by five or six bullets. Tho bur- 
ial followed immediately, without serv- 
ice, and the brigade pulled out, the 
band playing a quickstep. 

"After the battle of Gettysburg, and 
when tiic Fifth corps was camped near 
the Rappahannock river, in September, 
the whole command was formed on 
three sides of a square, the customary 
formation, and witnessed the shooting 
of five deserters. All of them were ol 
tho class known as bounty jumpers. 
They had deserted several times, one cl 
theni five times. They were New York- 
ers. A desperate effort had been made to 
save their lives. Several committees 
from tho great city had waited upon 
President Lincoln and pleaded for them. 
The wives and children of two of them 
visited tho president, but Mr. Lincoln 
could not be moved. He had overlooked 
the offense in hundreds of instances, 
but the time had come when tlio dis- 
ciplino of tlio army demanded tho se- 
verest punishment of soldiers found 
guilty of that crime. 

"Secretary Stanton, for a jear before 
Mr. Lincoln had refused to so punish 
deserters, had pleaded with him to let 
tho law have its way. Mr. Stanton had 
told the president many a tinio that his 
soft heart was spoiling tho army and 
endangering tho lifo of tlio nation, but 
Mr. Lincoln paid little heed until ISti!!. 

"In some portions of the army it was 
tho custom to hang deserters, but in 
mo3t instances they were shot, and in 
tho presence of their respective com- 
mands, as described. Tho effect was 
magical. Desertions wcro little heard 
of for tho next few months." — Chicago 
Tiwcs-Heruld. 



Sicilian Love Clinrms. 

The lovo charms of Sicily are many 
and curious. One, very popular and 
considered very powerful, is to put intc 
an eggshell a few drops of the blood of 
the longing lover. Tlio shell is exposed 
to the sun for three days and to tho dew 
for three nights. It is then placed on- 
hot ashes until calcined, when the 
whole is reduced to a fine powder and 
administered secretly in a cup of coffee 
or a glass of wine to tho object of affec- 
tion.

MULLIGA^SLASTDAY 

Si TERROR OF THE WEST WHO MADE 
HIS TAKING OFF MEMORABLE. 



3o Killed a Friend Who Tried to I y er- 
Hlliiilo nim to Surrender— Brought Down 
hy a Bullet From a SlllitUunan'a Kille. 
Ono of r>I»rk Twain's Dcaiieriidoes. 

"His name waB included iu tho little 
list of Nevada desperadoes made by 
Mark Twain in 'Roughing It, ' "said 
the Nevada pioneor. Ho did not say 
"Mark Twain," by the way, but "Sam 
Clleniens, " tho name by which all old 
Nuvndans and Californiana knew tho 
famous humorist. Tho pioneer was talk- 
ing of men of. his time who had died 
with their boots on, and Billy Mnlli^an 
was the charactor who just now was to 
Uie front. Some of the hostile mix tips 
fnd shooting matches in which that 
young Irishman had taken a baud hud 
been related, and now the narrator had 
come to the day of his taking off. 

"Billy Mulligan had rim a long 
strwig and lasted a good while for i\ man 
of his temper and practices, for ho was 
tough out and out," continued tho pio- 
neer. "His neck was in danger in tho 
days of the San Francisco vigilance. 
committee, and he ran some narrow 
chances with the law and lynchers aft- 
erward. He was a brave, desperate man, 
handy with weapons, and would fight 
'at tho drop of tho hat. ' But he pulled 
through all trouble until the tinio camo, 
which seems sooner or later to befall al- 
most every desperado, when tho strain 
of danger nnd the effect of constant 
drinking and excitement got tho better 
of his nerves and judgment. When a 
desperado gets that way, thera aro two 
courses that ho may take — quit tho 
country, quit drinking nnd get to work 
nt an honest culling or stay and get 
killed. The last was what Mulligan 
chose, but ho kept the business in his 
own hands and forced tho pace to tho 
end. 

"It was nt Carson City that tho end 
came to Billy Mulligan. The cards had 
gone against him all nightf The liquor 
he had drunk had made him ugly as he 
walked out of the Esmeralda saloon out) 
morning. Next door was a laundry, and 
a Chinaman, ironing clothos, lifted his 
faco to the window just as Mulligan 
was passing. Without a word the des- 
perado drew his pistol and fired through 
the glass, blowing tbo Chinaman's 
brains out, then went on to the hotel 
where he was staying, and up stairs to 
his room in tho top story. Tho door of 
his room opened near tho head of tlio 
stairway, and when the sheriff's offi- 
cers camo to arrest him for killing the 
Chinaman ha stood them off with hist 
revolvers. They knew it meant certain 
death to some of thorn to try to ru:;h up 
the stairway, and they stopped at tho 
foot to consider. John Coleman, a par- 
ticular friend of Mulligan, who wus 
with them, tried to persuade him to 
surrender. 

" 'No use, John, ' said Mulligan. 'I 
shan't bo taken alive. This is my last 
day, and tho game'll end right here. 
You keep away and don't got mixed up 
in the trouble. ' 

"Coleman was working along up tho 
stairway us ho talked, with the object, 
perhaps, of getting near enough to the 
desperado to disarm him. 

" 'Stop where you aTo, John, ' said 
Mulligan. 'One step nearer uud 1 11 kill 
you. ' 

"Coleman made another step forward, 
and Mulligau shot him through tho 
iieart. He permitted the others to take 
the body away, keeping them covered 
with his pistols all tho time. A crowd 
gathered in the hotel and tho public 
Equare which it faced, and plans wero 
discussed for capturing Mulligan, but 
bis character for deadly desperation 
was suoh that volunteers wero scarce. 
At last it was decided to call out tho 
militia company and take the desperado 
in his stronghold by regular assault. 

"The troops were mustered in double 
lino in the public square, facing tho ho- 
tel and waiting tho order to advance. 
Through the window of his room in tho 
third story Mulligan could bo seen now 
nnd then as ho walked to and fro be- 
tween the stairway and the window, 
keeping watch against a surprise in 
■either direction. Then, as the faco of 
the desperado appeared once more at tho 
window, one of tho soldiers fired with 
his rifle, killing him instantly. It was 
an unexpected shot which undoubtedly 
saved several lives that would almost 
certainly havo been sacrificed in carry- 
ing tho room by storm. 

"Hilly Mulligan was a New Yorker 
by birth and was a typical representa- 
tive of the old time California 'tough' 
gambler — a class which got its tone and 
manners from the New Y r orkof tho vol- 
unteer firemen and 'Dead Rabbit' days. 
Quick of motion — some of them could 
pick a fly from the wall with thu thumb 
and linger four times out of live — stem 
and short spoken except whero it was 
part of their game to be suave, rough 
and tumble lighters, fashionably 
dressed, with moro of ornaments than 
southern gamblers often wear and dis- 
tinguished by heavy black mustaches, 
they ran their course in San Francisco, 
which was .headquarters from which 
thoy went to thu new mining communi- 
ties, to stay while these flourished or 
until they were driven out. They had 
their day — most of them were shot or 
hanged, or they died in want. Horo 
und there, stranded in some out of tho 
way western community, some decrepit 
survivor is found of tho old gambler 
desperado class of whioh Billy Mulligan 
was a shining example." — New York 
Sun.

The wonderful tiisplay of beautiful 
fruit at the fall shows recently held, 
more especially that which we wero 
pleaael to see at New Westminster, 
must convince all who- were fortunato 
enongh to have been present that the 
horticultural resources of this fair prov- 
ince are capable of being developed into 
a mine of wealth of more permanent 
value than the discoveries in Klondyke, 
which are at this moment attracting the 
attention of the civilized world. We 
would not be understood to underrate 
the value of our mineral wealth, far 
from that ; but we do hold that aB long 
aa food is necessary to the support of 
life, the lirst consideration should be 
given to the cultivation of the soil and 
the kindly products of the earth. 

Our beautiful climate and sunlit val- 
leyB should be, must be, the happy 
homes oi a prosperous agricultural com- 
munity, which will give permanency 
and stability to the good times now at 
hand. 

In nothing can we hope to excel moro 
successfully than in fruit-growing, Our 
climate and geographical position is all 
that could be deeired. The markets of 
the great Northwest and Manitoba are 
ours by inheritance; but we must not 
neglect our opportunities on that ac 
count, butshouid be the more earnestly 
determined to make the moat of them 

The government has done much to 
foster and develop horticulture. We 
feel safe in stating that British Columbia 
horticultural legislation ia far in ad 
vance of that of any other province in 
the Dominion, and the board of horti- 
culture is certainly giving a good ac' 
count of itself, judging from results. 

Our attention has been called to the 
valuable operations of the board by the 
perusal of late numberB of the California 
Rural Press, one of the moat reliableand 
respectable papers published in Cali- 
fornia, extracts from which we take 
pleasure in placing before our readers: 

CALIFORNIA FRUITS DECLARED INFECTED 

If the market for our fruits ia to be 
extended, we must be aB careful about 
what we send out as what we get in. It 
will never do, simply as a matter of 
business, to allow infected fruits to go 
out of the state, for iu a very little while 
it will make a prejudice damaging in the 
highest degree to our fruit interest. 
These remarks are suggested by the fol 
lowing in the form of a press dispatch 
from Victoria, B.C., dated Tuesday of 
this week: "Fruit Inspector Palmer 
and membera of the Horticultural Board 
are very much in evidence on the arrival 
of steamers from San Francisco and other 
vessels bringing in fruit, and lately much 
fruit — pears in particular — haB been con- 
demned by them. On the steamer Walla 
Walla, which arrived on Sunday, there 
were many boxea of peara consigned to 
the local dealers which they condemned, 
being affected with too codlin moth. On 
the arrival of the last Bteamer from San 
Francisco 1S5 boxes of pears infected iu 
this way were pronounced bad." 

THE FRUIT WAS INFECTED. 

There is a sequel to the story of infect- 
ed California fruit condemned in British 
Columbia, printed in last week's Rural 
It appears that, after being rejected by 
the inspector at Victoria, the fruit (some 
500 cases) was reshipped to Seattle, but 
here it was again held up for inspection, 
and, failing to pass, was dumped into 
the bay. On the day following another 
shipment of infected California fruit 
came to Seattle, and thiB, like the other, 
was destroyed. The character of the 
fruit is thus described by a Seattle pa- 
per: " About BO per cent, of the apples 
and pears in the shipment had been ex- 
plored by worms. Several boxes con- 
tained fruit which showed tho 
effects of the San Joso Bcale. 
The infected fruit from the 
outside looks almost perfect, save for a 
small black spot left by the worm when 
leaving the fruit. This makes the fruit 
even more dangerous. Ver3 r few people 
will buy rotten fruit, but no one could 
aek for'nicer fruit on the outside than 
that which will be dumped from the 
garbage scow this afternoon. As In- 
spector Brown cut open the fruit, how- 
ever, another state of affairs sva.s ob- 
served. The worm had entered at the 
bloom end and burrowed its way through 
the fruit, leaving the centre quite rot- 
ten." Commenting upon this matter, 
the Seattle inspector is quoted as saying: 
" The business of shipping infected fruit 
into Seattle caunot go on aa long us I am 
fruit inspector and tho law backs me up. 
A few more expensive lessoiiB like this 
one will almost cure San Francisco ahip- 
pers."

CALIFORNIA FKUIT AGAIN DUMPED. 

A dispatch from Tacoma (23rd inst.) 
says : 

" Horticultural Inspector Tonneson 
to-duy began a rigid inspection of Cali- 
fornia fruits shipped into this city. The 
steamer Walla Walla arrived this morn- 
ing from San Francisco, bringing con- 
siderable fruit, including apples, grapes,

quinces and lemons, which Inspector 
Xonireeon had piled up in the ware- 
houses for inspection before delivery. 
One Bhipment of apples was condemned 
because fc.:.nd wormy and unfit for mar- 
ket. Other shipments are undergoing 
careful examination. The object of the 
inspection is to prevent the importation 
of the San Jose scale, the codliu moth 
and poor fruit." 

The Tacoma authorities are right about 
this, as wore tho authorities at Victoria 
and Seattle a few weeks back. It ia a 
grave outrage to ship infected fruita, not 
only to those who are expected to re- 
ceive them, but to the interest of our 
fruit people. Whoever the guilty ship- 
pers are, they deserve to lose their stuff, 
aud there is nobody in California to 
sympathize with them. And not only 
should no bad fruit be allowed to leave 
the state, but none should be allowed to 
be sold at home. The back streets of 
San Francisco Bwarm with hawkers 
whose wagons are filled with the dis- 
gusting product of infected orchards, 
Aa longaa this ia allowed, wo shall not 
soon stamp out the peats which trouble 
fruit growers.

War against Codlin moth.— The Hor- 
ticultural Commissioners of Ventura 
county, Bays the Watsonville Pajaronian, 
are awake to tho fact that the codlin 
moth is a pest which should bo persist- 
ently fought if orchards aro to be pre- 
served and kept of value It has issued 
an order which is apt to be accepted in 
other counties, and which we would 
recommend for the consideration of our 
supervisors, who should appoint a board 
of live Horticultural Commissioners. 
The orchards of this county are among 
the most valuable of the county's inter- 
ests, and to the end that their value 
may be retained the supervisors should 
follow the example of other counties and 
have and active and valuable Horticul- 
tural Commission. The Ventura order 
(which should be in effect in 
this county) ia as follows: "Notico ia 
hereby given to all owners or 
tenantB of orchards which are infested 
with the codlin moth, that they must 
gather all fruit either upon the tree or 
which haafallen upon the ground, known 
to be infested, and immediately destroy 
the same in somo effective manner, 
either by feeding to hogB, making into 
vinegar or burning, and that there will 
be no fruit known to be affected by said 
codlin moth allowed to be carted over 
the roads or offered for sale, and if upon 
inspection of any box or wagon load of 
fruit any such insect pest be found, the 
inspector Bhall have power to immedi- 
ately take it in charge and destroy the 
same. Thia shall be deemed a snfiicient 
notification to all parties owning or hav- 
ing in charge any orchard whose fruit ia 
hafeated with said codlin moth." 

It will be Been from the foregoing that 
our neighbors approve of the measures 
which have been adopted for the pro- 
tection of our orchardietB, though they 
may be found to operate' againBt Cali- 
fornia fruit export. What stronger 
proof of the wisdom of our legislation 
could be desired than that which is 
furnished in the Rural Press which 
recommend to the careful consideration 
of those who feel diapoaed to critize the 
government for having taken early pre- 
caution to protect our fruit growers from 
insect pests and diseases dangerous to 
this valuable and growing industry. 

It will also be seen that our neighbors 
are waking up to tbe necessity of en- 
forcing stringent measures fortbecleans- 
ing of their infected orchards. They 
freely admit that it is morally wrong as 
well as business folly to export diseased 
and infected fruit, it is to be hoped that 
they will adhere strictly to those high 
resolves and not permit their horticul- 
tural intereats to be run in political 
grooves aa has been too much the fashion 
in the Pacific states.

DUCHESS OF TECK BEAU. 

Unlooked for Sequel to an Operation Again 
Bereaves the Royal Family, 

Richmond, Fng., Oct. 27.— The Duch- 
ess of Teck, cousin of Queen Victoria, 
sister of the Duke of Cambridge and 
mother-in-law of the Duko of York, died 
here at 3 o'clock this morning Irom car- 
diac failure, the result of an operation. 

During several days past active prepa- 
rations have been on foot for the open- 
ing of the charity bazaar at Richmond, 
the Duchess having promised to bo pres- 
ent at the ceremony. The atreela had 
been in process of decoration and the 
bazaar itself waB approaching comple- 
tion. Everything possible was being 
done to make the bazaar a memorable 
event and to do honor in every way pos- 
sible to Her Royal Highness. 

Only when I he Duchess returned from 
the north a few days ago were there 
slight symptoms of a recurrence of the 
hernia for which she waa operated on 
last July, and it was not expected that 
any seriona consequences would ensue. 
On Monday, however, tho Duchess be- 
came really ill, though even then no 
rious symptoms were observed, On 
Tuesday she became worse. London 
specialists who had previously operated 
upon her were summoned to Richmond. 
They held a consultation and decided 
that the life of Her Highness could not 
be sustained without another operation. 
This was successfully performed, but the 
Duchess gradually eauk and died at 3 
o'clock tit in morning. The Duchess of 
York was the only member present at 
the death. Until late last night fatal 
consequences were not expected. 

The Duke and Duchess of Teck had 
four children : Princess Victoria Mary, 
born May 26, 1807 , married July G, 1893, 
to Prince George of England, Puke of 
York; Prince Adolphus, born August 
13, 1808, married December 12, 1890. to 
Lady Margaret Groavenor; Prince Fran- 
cis Joseph, born January 0, 1S70, and 
Prince Alexander, born April 14, 1874. 

London, Oct. 27.— Flags are at half 
mast over all public buildings through- 
t Great Britain to-day as a mark of 
sympathy with the royal family's loss as 
sustained by the death of the Duchess of 
Teck. 

The distress of Queen Victoria when 
Bhe heard the news of the death of the 
Duchess was very great. The Princess 
of Wales was at Newmarket when in- 
formed of the death of the DucIicsb and 
immediately left for London.

TRAIN WKBCKEBS DID IT. 

The Disaster on the New York Central 
Caused by Explosion of Dynamite. 

Nkw Yokk, Oct. 27.— The World this 
morning aayB: Only leas Btartling than 
tbe direful newa of the disaster on the 
New York Central railway at Garrison 
waa the statement made by Chauncey 
M. Depew last night that the so-called 
accident was no accident at all, but the 
direct roault of a malignant crime, " It 
wiib no landslide," said Mr. Depaw after 
he and the experts had examined the 
locomotive, dragged by ponderous der- 
ricks from the mud. ,- It was no slough- 
ing oil" of abit of rotten roadbed that 
caused thiB terrible calamity. It was 
the direct result of an exploaion of dyn- 
amite, placed on the track solely to Bead 
the train to destruction and the inmates 
to their death. 

" It i8 very Bingular," Mr. Depew 
said, " but I am informed by ono of the 
detectives that Chief Humphreys has 
already received positive information 
tending to make good my assertion, 
backed by physical evidence, that thiB 
break waa made by dynamite. He is 
workinc hard on the information given, 
and I am assured that he iB on the road 
to got information which will throw a 
great deal of light on the subject. The 
road has been blown up, that's a cer- 
tainty ; and our detectives have direct 
and positive clues to work on." 

Colli Springs, N.Y., Oct. 27.— The 
suspicion that the terrible disaster on 
tho New Yor,k Central railway wiis the 
work of a diabolical plot, gained 
strength among railroad men thiB moru- 
ing. 

,= If the embankment of the railroad 
waa torn up by dynamite the motive of 
those who did it waa not robbery, but 
revenge," was tho statement of one ol 
the officials of the road. The suspicions 
of the railroad company have been 
aroused, a vigorous investigation is be- 
ing made, and at least one man may be 
arrealed to-day. 

When tho party of twenty-Bix road 
masters of the New York Central system 
arrived on the scene early Monday morn- 
ing and commenced a critical survey ol 
the secdon of the ernbaakinent either 
washed or blown out, one (if the roiui 
masters, a man of great experience in 
the use of dynamite, eaid to his fellow 
oflicialB that the excavation looked to 
him like the work of dynamite. He 
had used this powerful explosive a great 
deal in his work on the Adirondack divis- 
ion of the railroad, and ia familiar with 
its effects.
